Proof of Reports of Gun 
Fight as Desperado’s 
Life Ebbs 


ST. PAUL, April 19.—Proof of 
reports that John Dillinger, out- 
law fugitive, was wounded in his 
gun fight with officers here 
March 31 was claimed last night 
by federal authorities with the 
arrest of Dr. Clayton E. May, 
Minneapolis physician, and a 
nurse employee, 

The physician, alleged by the 
government pursuers of the elusive 
gunman, to have treated Dillinger 
for a leg wound cuffered in the bat- 
tle, and the nurse, Mrs. Gurniath 
Le Delle, were charged with con- 
spiracy to harbor a fugitive from 
justice and held on bonds of $50,- 
000 each after pleading not guilty 
before U.S, Commissioner W. T. 
Goddard, | 

Their preliminary hearing. was | 
teniatively set for May 2. 

The seriousness of the Indiana 
desperado's wound was not dis- 
closed, though department of justice 
Operatives said Dr. May and _ his 
nurse both had more statements 
and identified Dillinger as the phy- | 

Sician’s patient. 

Authorities said the physician was 
to have been paid $500 for treating 
Dillinger after he and Evelyn 
Frechette his sweetheart, now held | 
in Chicago, shot their way out of 
a police trap in a local apartment 
March 31. 

Eugene Greene, member of Dil- 
linger’s new mob, authorities said, 
Was supposed to have taken a fee 
to the physician the night of April 
3 for services to Dillinger. But 
Greene was ambushed by federal 
operatives as he stopped en route 
to Minneapolis to call for luggage 
in the negro quarter here, Felled 
by a machine-gun bullet, Greene 
died last week. Several days be- 
fore he died he had mentioned in 
his ravings, induced by his wounds, 
that his chieftain had been shot.

VANCOUVER, April 19.—In 
the fifth year of the depression 
Canada’s budget showing a de- 
ficit of 135 million dollars and an 
incrcase in the national debt of 
132 million dollars should arouse 
Canadians to a stark realization 
of the utter hopelessness of our 
situation under the existing mon- 
etary system. 

The disturbing seriousness of the 
nations precarious plight is con- 
spicuously emphasized by the state- 
ment “The Canadian dollar cannot 
be stabilized until the ratio between 
the pound sterling and the Amer- 
ican dollar has been fixed.”

Premier Gaston Doumergue, For- 
eign Minister Louis Barjhou, draft- | 
ed the memorandum which supple- 
ments a previous communication in 
which France asked a new arms 
limitation conference. 

It declared the Reich was the 
“cole judge” of her right to re- 
arm and that Chancellor Adolf Hit- 
ler “rendered vain” all attempts to 
stop the race for more weapons, 


Note Receives 


LONDON, April 19,—Bilateral 
disarmament negotiations among 
European powers are at a standstill 
and the breach between France and 
Germany over arms is preceptibly 
wider, a British government “white 
paper” last night indicated. 

The voluminous document re- 
vealed the official story of the ex- 
change of communications dealing 
with efforts to halt an arms race 
and bring about agreement.

LONDON, April 19. — 
The government expects an 
immediate clarification 
from its ambassador in 
Tokyo of the reported Jap- 
anese foreign office warn- 
ing to the world to keep its 
hands off China and the 
threats to resort to force to 
carry out this policy. 


It was learned at the foreign 
office no official communication 
had been received from Japan on 
the subject. 

British official circles said they 
regarded as unwarranted alleged 
Japanese fears Great Britain, the 
United States or other powers 


would seize upon special influence 
in China, 

A Japanese ban on international 
aid to China, it was held, would ite 
a direct violation of the nine-power 
treaty and other agreements to 
which Japan has adhered. 

The nine-power treaty, it was 
pointed out, allows the powers “to 
provide the fullest opportunity to 
China to develop herself” and “to 
use their influence for equal oppure 
tunity for commerce” in China, but 
bars them from seeking any special 
privileges.

OTTAWA, April 19.—In the wake 
of an overnight wave of resentment 
a delegation of mining men reached 
Ottawa -today to protest the gov- 
ernment’s new 10 per cent tax on 
gold, 


Meanwhile the management com- 


mittee of the Toronto, Stock Ex- 
change met in emergency session to 
decide what measures, if any, 
should be taken to regulate trading 
in the face of the tax announce- 
ment, made Wednesday in the 
budget of Hon. E. N. Rhodes, finance 
minister. 

Despite pronouncements from 
some quarters that impost would

carefully prepared estimates of income and 


outgo for the year ahead, the budget brought 
down at Ottawa yesterday leaves little to be 
desired. It is a summarised balance sheet, and 


a condensed forecast of financial operations and 
probabilities, comparable to that made by Mr, 
Rhodes a year ago. As a matter of 
keeping there is no fault to be found with it. 
The items are grouped under appropriate head- 


book- 


ings, and the debit and credit columns add up 
to a perfect balance. 
As to the optimistic content with which it 


is commonly thought necessary to interlard the 
dry statistics of budget speeches, exception 
cannot be taken, either as to quantity or quality 
The Minister was in quite a cheerful frame of 
mind and succeeded in imparting the fact in 
fitting and convincing language. He was sure 
that the tide had turned and the country now 
destined to experience better times than it had 
known for four years.

But if the idea is that a budget shculd also 
set forth constructive measures by which the 
Government of the day proposes to lighten 
public burdens, to stimulate industry and trade, 
and to promote a positive betterment of con- 
ditions, the present achievement of the Minister 
is no more hope-inspiring than that of a year 
ago 

There is to be no reduction of taxation; with 
a deficit of $135,000,000 that could hardly be 
expected. Income and sales taxes remain as they 
have been, and only minor modifications are 
made in the tariff, under stress of protest from 
British manufacturing interests, who feel and 
have said they were “gypped” in the application 
of the Ottawa agreement. The reduction of a 
cent a pound in the tax on sugar is balanced by 
a ten per cent Jevy on the output of gold mines 
sent to the mint or destined for export. Even 
readjustment of the excise tax on malt is said 
by brewers to involve a trifling if not a doubt- 
ful reduction. 

Neither is there a reduction, or promise of 
reduction, of interest on outstanding federal 
bonds, Instead, the Minister repeats his dictum 
that such a reduction “impracticable”, for 
reasons the public are left to coniecture 

In the realm of private debt, Mr. Rhodes 
says legislation is to be introduced which may 
bring about a sealing down of farm mortgages 
and thus “retain the farmer on the land’—a 
humiliating admission surely of the desperate 
plight into which “sound” money exactions have 
driven the great primary-producer class who's 
conditions shape the conditions of life for every 
other class in every province in the Dominion, 

As for cheap money, the Minister held out 
no prospect except that the banks may be in- 


is 


duced to clip another half per cent or so off 
the interest that is paid on savings—already the 
poorest paid class of investment funds. What 


will happen if they don't, or if they do, was not 
anticipated, 

Passing reference was made to the public 
works construction program the Government 
has had in incubation since last November, 
which may be taken to mean that the plan has 
not abandoned, there has been some 
reason to fear, 

Taken altogether there is little in the budget 
to cheer for, except the passages which recite 
the evidences of sporadic revival in certain 
lines of production and export trade, with 
which the policy of the Government had 
little enough to do and for the extension of 
which the Minister had nothing to announce, 

The public reaction cannot be other than 
negligible, There is nothing offered to create 
confidence or arouse hope that the Government 
has sensed the need of giving leadership toward 
recovery, ven of relaxing the barriers of 
trade-preventing tariffs and monetary restric- 
tions with which it has barred the way to a 
reyival of export business. It is just another 
book-keeper's budget.

Though the informa- 
tion was not given widespread publicity, the 
British authorities traced many cases of sleep- 
ing sickness to vaccination. 

It is impossible in taking the pus from the 
belly sores of sick calves to prevent it becoming 
a host to whatever bacteria may assail it. 
Analyses of so-called “sterile” vaccines made 
by U.S. Navy bacteriologists showed all of 
them to contain foreign bacteria—some_ in 
alarming quantities. One doesn’t have to 
possess the logic of a Socrates to appreciate the 
contradiction of sense in the term “sterile” 
vaccine. It couldn't be a vaccine if it was 
sterile. And if it isn't sterile who can say what 
bacteria are in it? Certainly not the vaccinator. 

I think the most immoral man I ever came 
across was an entirely respectable church-going, 


married doctor. He was a public vaccinator 
who refused to have any of his own family 
vaccinated. 


At his home at Raynes Park in England last 
month, died a remarkable workingman® “bone- 
setter,” Mr, A. E. Kennard, to whom the Lon- 
don Times devoted a lengthy obituary and bio- 
graphy, declaring that on him “the mantle of 
Sir Herbert Barker was considered to have 
fallen.” It told how he had special clinics for 
the poor in the East End of London—one in the 
parlor of the City Temple. He had another 
for the well-to-do off Harley street—a verit- 
able Valley of the Shadow of Death where all 
the fashionable London doctors and specialists 
have their abode.

At Ponoka, a young married couple have 
been brought before the police magistrate and 
remanded for sentence on a charge of wanton 
neglect of two of their five children, 

The mother of the five children is aged 22; 
her husband is aged 23 and earns $65 a month 
working for a garage. The two youngest chil- 
dren are those whom they have been guilty of 
neglecting—two little girls aged one year and 
two years respectively. 

The elder of the two weighs fifteen pounds; 
the younger elevei pounds, Both are so afflict- 
ed with rickets that, according to the medical 
health officer, they will require constant atten- 
tion for a year, and will never be norma! while 
they live. 

It is so easy in a case like this to denounce 
the parents, or to denounce a condition of 
society where a family of seven must subsist 
on $65 a month, Nature, literature and the 
movies, all urge marriage on young people. The 
state of California is enacting a bachelor tax to 
force men to marry. The Government of 
Alberta is being questioned in the legislature 
now on cases where sex offences are said to 
have been committed by young farmers and 
prosecution has allegedly been halted.

QUESTION--Mr. D. W. Huntington, W. Va.: 
“I would like to know what the name ‘scrofula’ 
means. Is this a disease of children or grown 
people?” 

ANSWER—Scrofula is an old fashioned 
name for tuberculosis of the glands sometimes 
affecting the bones and joint surfaces. The 
disease is more common in children than in 
adults and while practically everyone is ex- 
posed to the disorder in childhood, it only seems 
to develop when there is a case of lowered 
resistance. A child having a catarrhal inflam- 
mation of the nose and throat together with 


swollen tonsils is most apt to be affected. A 
large numbey of cases tend to spontaneous 
healing when the diet is properly balanced. In 


other cases pus may form and the glands be- 
come subject to a cheesy degeneration. 

QUESTION—P, S., Vancouver, B.C., writes: 
“Could a dextrinized food such as Melba toast 
be considered constipating? Please answer 
through the ‘Sun’.” 

ANSWER-—Dextrinized toast such as Melba 
Toast might be considered constipating inas- 
much as it is a concentrated food and contains 
very little bulk, I believe you would be inter- 
ested in my article on the subject of Toasted 
Starches, which will give you little more 
information,

“Could you tell me what my doctor means 
when he says I have ptosis of the large intes- 
tine?”

C. C. Chadwick Confesses 
He Was Driving—Count 
Against Bush Changed 


“I was driving the car,” was the 
startling statement made on the 
witness stand in police court 
Thursday morning by Crown Wit- 
“ness Christopher Columbus Chad- 
wick, 8537 75 avenue, during the 
trial of Clausen Bush, truck driver 
on a charge of being intoxicated 
while driving a car. The case arose 
from an accident at the east end of 
the Mill Creek bridge on Whyte 
avenue the night of April 11 last, 
when a truck, driven allegedly by 
Bush, crashed into and wrecked a 
passenger car. 
CASE ADJOURNED 

Following the admission of Chad- 
wick that he was at the wheel, the 
case was adjourned for one week 
to obtain further evidence. 


Repercussions of the affair may 
be many, declared Prosecutor 
Charles Becker. Bush is to be 


prosecuted for intoxication, Chad- 
wick for reckless and negligent 
driving, and other investigations 
are to be made. 

Harry Sheppe, first witness to 
step into the box, named Bush as 
the driver of the truck, which 
came tearing eastward along Whyte 
avenue at a “terrific speed,” jump- 
ed the curb and crashed the second 
car, 

“The impact was so severe,” said 
Sheppe, “that both vehicles stop- 
ped dead; the car being badly 
wrecked.” 

“Bush jumped out of the driver's 
seat and looked around; then got 
back in again saying he was going 
to drive away, A wheel was broken 
off the truck and a street car con- 
ductor held him until the police 
arrived.” 

Street railway traffic wus held up 
by the debris on the tracks, 


Constables S. G. Hopper and G. | 


O'Leary who probed the crash told 
of bringing Bush to the police sta- 
tion where he denied driving the 
truck and named Chadwick as the 
guilty party. 

“Chadwick was brought in,” said 


Hooper, “and denied being near the | 


scene at any time. Later he said he 
“would take the rap if the charge 
were reckless driving but if it were 
anything else his first’story stood.” 

Chadwick changed his story three 
times to police. 

Called as a witness, he answered 
questions slowly. 

“Were you drinking that night?” 
asked the Prosecutor, 

“Yes,” 

“Who was driving?” 

“T was.” 

“When did you decide that?” 

“The other day.” 

Warned of the folly of committing 
perjury, he siuck by his story and 
continued that Bush, while very 
drunk, had been seived beer at a 
South Side hotel. It was on this 
account witness decided to drive. 

At this juncture, the case was 
adjourned for the other two charges 
to be laid, further investigation of 
the case to be made and a probe 
into the conduct of the beer parlor 
to be instituted.

Total lumber manufactured dur- 
ing the three-month period was 
4,246,731 feet board measure, repre- 
senting a net price valuation at the 
point of shipment of $50,952. Lum- 
ber sold during the period totalled

ued at $161,904, while lumber on 
hand at the end of the year totalled 
51,110,636 feet valued at $613,320.

Railway ties manufactured during 
this period were 30,832, valued at 
$12.949.44 and the number of ties 
sold numbered 16,781 valued at $7,- 


048.02. Ties on hand at the end of 
| the year totalled 81,819 valued at

Readers of a popular golf maga- 

zine on the Pacific Coast must have 


been somewhat surprised and 
shocked to read the following com- 
ment by the editor in a recent 
Issue: 

“During a round of play in a 
amateur championship a 


in the Rules of Golf followed one 
of the outstanding stars of the 
event just to see whether or not he 
violated the rules, The player in 
question was and is as honest as 
the day is long — but, listen to 
this: he violated the rules on this 
particular round to the extent of 
20 penalty strokes. He didn’t cheat; 
he just didn’t know the rules of the 
game he was playing. But, when 


all is said and done, how can one) 


play any kind of a game if he is 
not playing it according to 
rules?” 

So cheer up, Mr. Average Golfer, 


| when one of “the outstanding stars 


in a national amateur champion- 
ship” can break twenty rules and 
not know anything about it, there 
is more than a little excuse for the 
duffer who is still finding out what 
it is all about, A twenty - stroke 


| penalty handicap like that would 


be sufficient to make almost any 
mouse challenge— ‘now, bring on 
your lion.” 

Incidentally, a lot of players are 
wondering if that new rule con- 
cerning moving, bending or break- 
ing fixed and growing things will 
permit them to have their caddies 
hold back the branches of trees 
while they play their strokes.

All, However, Are Changes 
in Method of Admin- 


istration 
OTTAWA, April 19—While
